A n d now c o m e s the Memphis Ap­ 
peal with an editorial denunciatory of 
California and a repetition of the 
Kansas and Nebraska stories that noth­ 
ing will be produced in those States 
the present season, and that thousands 
of people here are reduced so nearly 
to starvation that they are compelled 
to work for their board aud poor board 
at that. Truly, California must have 
become a great bug-bear to the real 
estate owners of certain localities in 
the East, when they flud It necessary 
to invent and circulate such reports 
as these about her. You are mistaken, 
gentlemen. 
This is not the God-for­ 
saken country you would have your 
people believe. Everybody who would 
do well in any country seems to be 
doing well here. 
There are no starv­ 
ing people in San Francisco; nor, if 
we except the Eastern papers, have 
we heard or read anywhere of a man 
in 
this 
State 
working 
for 
his 
board. 
The fact is, men and women 
who are worth more than their board 
are never required to work for their 
board here or elsewhere. 
Neither the 
frost nor the drouth has destroyed the 
crops, and we are both happy and con­ 
tent, yet we do not desire to draw all 
the population from Kansas and Ten­ 
nessee. Go on with your stories, gen­ 
tlemen; if you can risk your future, 
we will chance the present. 


Utilizing Their Power. 


It is a wise conclusion on the part 
of the temperance people of this State 
not to nominate a ticket of their own. 
In this we think our temperance or­ 
ganizations evince a wisdom superior 
to those of Massachusetts, Connecti­ 
cut and other Eastern States. 
To 
place iu the field an exclusively tem­ 
perance ticket is simply to sacrifice 
the candidates and deter others from 
occupying similar positions. It must 
be evident to all that such a procedure 
adds nothing to the strength of the 
cause. On the contrary the effect is 
to subject botli the priuciple and its 
advocates to the sneers and ridicule of 
opposing parties and of those who are 
not admirers of the temperance move­ 
ment. In some of the Eastern States 
the temperance leaders are content 
with nothing short of a ticket of their 
own at each election, and as regularly 
as it is put up it is as regularly defeat­ 
ed. The cause would not materially 
suffer by these defeats were not the 
vote so inttnitesimally small and the 
rout so disastrous and complete. But 
the returns show that while other 
parties poll their 10,000 or 20,000 votes, 
the ballots of the temperance ticket 
may be counted with three or four 
figures. This vote must not be taken 
as the aggregate of those who desire 
that the offices shall be filled by men 
of temperate habits. Such a conclu­ 
sion would be as erroneous as unjust. 
Against such odds the cause loses a 
heavy percentage of its strength, for 
thousands of temperance men in prin­ 
ciple recognize the hopelessness of the 
ticket, aud rather than lose their 
votes, support the nominees of one of 
the other parties. 
The California 
temperance people do not propose to 
throw away their powder in this way. 
They realize that they can make their 
power more effectually felt by voting 
for the temperate aud against the 
anti-temperance candidates of other 
parties than by nominating a straight 
ticket of their own. In this way they 
will cast a vote that will be felt and 
have its influence toward keeping old 
tipplers out of office and electing sober 
men to offices of trust aud responsibil­ 
ity. 
Let them follow this plan a few 
years and they will so increase in 
strength that the spectacle of a drunk­ 
en official will be a sight so rare as to 
excite the contempt of all by whom it 
is seen. 


Reported Exaggeration. 


An intelligent and fair - minded 
young lady writing to the H e r a l d 
from Aurora, Illinois, says there are 
disputes iu tbe locality in which she 
lives, many claiming that ail accounts 
of California are too flattering and 
overdrawn. 
Los 
Angeles having 
come up iu the dispute, she desires 
correct 
information and 
therefore 
writes to the H e r a l d . 
We answer 
the young lady that statements con­ 
cerning California which she finds in 
the papers of our State are not over­ 
drawn pictures. 
The H e r a l d has 
within the past year devoted a great 
deal of tim e and space to the dissem­ 
ination of information concerning 
Southern California, and in no one in­ 
stance have we given publicity to a 
single item which we had not reason 
for believing true. 
We have publish­ 
ed a great many facts which seem in­ 
credible to people in the East, but 
they are nevertheless facts which do 
not need substantiation here. 
For 
instance, there are few people in Illi­ 
nois who would accept without proof 
the statem ent that a ton and a half of 
hay per acre may be cut each month 
in the year in Los Angeles valley; yet 
this is done here aud people do not 
wonder at it. 
No one in Illinois 
would expect much of a crop if they 
sowed their corn broadcast over the 
ground and after harrowing it In, 
never touched it w ith plow or hoe; 
yet it is done in this valley, and sev­ 
enty-five bushels of corn per acre is 
gathered. The people about Aurora 
would think a man demented who 
harvested his wheat or barley and 
immediately planted his field in corn; 
yet they do it here, and gather good 
crops of both small grain and corn. 
No Illinois farmer will accept without 


proof the statement that the common 
beet will grow the year round in this 
valley, and sometimes a single one 
weigh one hundred and fifty pounds; 
yet no one here regards these things 
as at all unusual. 
In Miss H e l e n ’s 
home they would look incredulous if 
told that the earnings of an orange 
grove of fifteen-year-old trees aver­ 
aged fifteen hundred dollars per acre 
per annum; yet such is the case. 
Farm land in Illinois wears out, and 
must have rest or renewal; but on one 
farm In this valley, corn has b een 
grown every year for one hundred 
years and produces as well now as the 
first season it was cultivated. No oue 
ever saw the ground frozen, though 
ever so slightly in Los Angeles valley; 
the thinnest wafer of ice is fl rare 
thing, and frost comes so seldom that 
its slightest touch is magnified to the 
proportions of an iceberg. 
Roses, ver­ 
benas, heliotropes, aud the most deli­ 
cate of flowers grow the year round, 
and if Miss H e l e n visits us in Janu­ 
ary, we promise her a bouquet of 
beautiful flowers, gathered from any 
of the hundreds of open gardens of 
this city or Its suburbs. 
She may 
walk in the orange groves on Christ­ 
mas day and find the trees loaded 
with ripe, yellow fruit. 
We might 
fill a column with facts of this charc- 
ter, not one of which will seem true 
to the people of Illinois, but we have 
given sufficient to prove to our fair 
correspondent that Los Angeles valley, 
which is capable of supporting a mil­ 
lion 
people, is not the desert her 
friends would have her believe. 


More Light Wanted. 


It is to tie hoped that every General, 
Colonel and Major who participated on 
either side in the war of the Rebellion 
will write his “ m em oirs’’’ of that 
somewhat exciting period. As lights 
to guide the feet of posterity in the 
search for truth they would be invalu- 
ble. So long as the historians of the 
war were men who wrote of others and 
made General G r a n t the military sun 
around whom all other characters in 
the play revolved as stars, comets and 
nebula;, the current of events ran 
smoothly enough and truth was seldom 
met with and never inquired after. 
But this sort of thing was not to go on 
forever. 
We now have a book from 
one who can write on his title page, 
“ All of which I saw and part of which 
I was.” General S h e r m a n has given 
the world his “ Memoirs ” of the Re­ 
bellion, and, as might have been an­ 
ticipated, its pages contain statem ents 
antagonistic to many published in his­ 
tories that light their record with the 
G r a n t sun. 
General S h e r m a n han­ 
dles many of his brothers officers in a 
rough, soldierly manner, which has 
already called forth, and we may ex­ 
pect will call forth, many more ex­ 
planations, corrections aud denials, all 
of which will, we trust, prove little 
lamps to aid the future historian in 
the search for that jewel which we are 
taught lies at the bottom of the well. 
But the great question which these 
“ m em oirs” calls up for settlement 
is who conceived the march from A t­ 
lanta to the sea. The G r a n t sun his­ 
torians all concur that General G r a n t 
planned aud General S h e r m a n exe­ 
cuted. The author of the “ M emoirs” 
claims that to him belongs both the 
conception and the execution. Who is 
wrong and who right, is the issue to 
be decided, and if the eight or ten 
thousand other officers who know 
something about the Rebellion will 
kindly write up their “ memoirs” the 
world will have so many little lights 
to assist iu dispelling the gloom aud 
uncertainty which now envelops the 
truth. 


FEARFUL SLAUGHTER. 


H n it S te a l o r S ta r v e . 


O sage, Kas., May 18th.—On Satur­ 
day night last a party of farmers came 
to this place ami forcibly went into 
the mill and took sixty sacks of flour. 
They had no money with which to 
pay for it and made 1 1 0 promise to pay. 
They did not disguise themselves, but 
said they had no bread aud no money 
and were determined not to starve. 
The grasshoppers are producing a ter­ 
rible panic among farmers and busi­ 
ness men in Western Missouri and 
Eastern Kansas. They are spreading 
devastation over this country, and un­ 
less their ravages soon cease great des­ 
titution must ensue. It is reported 
that the pests are disappearing appre­ 
ciably in the Southern part of K an­ 
sas. 
It is also rejiorted that they are 
dying in Fort Scott. 
The condition of the people of this 
section is far more critical than ever 
before.

W a s h in g t o n ,M ay 31st.—The Sioux 
Indians have been holding a council 
among themselves to-day.

not fullv agreed, they have decided to 
meet the Secretary of the Interior to­ 
morrow and reply to his proposition.

The President expresses his de­ 
termination to correct abuses in the 
Indian management, and keep intru­ 
ders out of the Black Hills until the 
Indian title is extinguished.

The London Times of May 3d says: 
The loss of life occasioned by the ex­ 
plosion at Bunker’s Hill Colliery, 
Talke, turns out to be even more seri­ 
ous than was at first estimated. 
In ­ 
stead of 35, as stated on Saturday, 42 
men were killed. The search for dead 
bodies was carried ou without inter­ 
mission until 5 o’clock on Saturday 
morning, by which time 41 had been 
brought out of the pits, and as these 
appeared by the pit register to repre­ 
sent the whole of the men and boys 
who had descended ou Friday morn­ 
ing, operations were suspended. 
In 
the course of the day, however, inqui­ 
ries were made for another man who 
was missing and his remains were 
found in the further end of the “ dip” 
in which the accident had occurred. 
The process of identification was 
going on all the morning, some of the 
corpses being so frightfully m utilated 
by burns as to be utterly beyond iden­ 
tification, except by certain articles of 
dress or by some personal peculiarity 
apart from the face. 
Twenty - one 
bodies were placed in a large room of 
the Swan Inn, and presented a ghastly 
spectacle. Most of them appear to 
have been killed instantaneously by 
burning, or by the after damp. Others 
bore the look of men who had had time 
to struggle ineffectually with death. 
Some had, from the places and posi­ 
tions iu which they were found, tried 
hard to escape, but had lost their way, 
and, falling over obstructions they 
could not see in the dark, had been 
overcome before 
they could make 
another effort, by the after-damp. The 
manager’s son, Nehemiah Sumner, 
who had been but a fortnight married, 
was at the engine at the top of the 
“dip” at the time of the explosión. 
He was blown up with great force 
among some timbers, and in uddition 
to being fearfully scorched, was so se­ 
riously injured by the collision that 
his life is despaired of. 
As already stated, not one of all 
those in the “dip” is alive, and the 
cause of the accident must be left tobe 
revealed as fur as it can be, by scien­ 
tific investigation. 


The Fresno Expositor learns from a 
Borden correspondent that the farmers 
are busily engaged making hay. There 
will be a large amount of hay cut in 
the settlement. It is held at $20 per 
ton. A few farmers who enjoyed tbe 
privilege of irrigation will secure very 
good crops, but a great many of them 
will cut their grain for hay.

Hawkins, E. A. Parker and Henry 
Edwards, of San Francisco, have de­ 
cided to commence their Sum m er tour 
of exploration on June 10th. 
They 
will spend about nine weeks in trav­ 
eling through 
the 
Sierra Nevada 
mountains lying in Mariposa, Mono 
and Inyo counties, and in making as 
thorough an investigation of this re­ 
gion us time will admit, giving partic­ 
ular attention to collections in paleon­ 
tology, botany, entomology aud m in­ 
eralogy. The route is by rail to Mer­ 
ced, whence the party will go by way 
of the Mariposa Big Trees to Yosemite, 
where they will spend a week or two. 
During this tim e ascents will be made 
of Mount Lyell and other interesting 
peaks in the vicinity. They will cro.-s 
the mountains by way of M e- > trail, 
visit Mount Dana and reach Mono 
lake by Bloody cafion,where time will 
be required among the extinct volca­ 
noes of this district.

On Saturday evening Mr. John 
T. 


Wood delivered, in New York City, 
his second lecture on the 
recent 
dis- 


coveries 
at 
ancient 
Ephesu9. 
In 


speaking of the celebrated Temple 
of 


Diana, he said: 
"The results 
of the 


explorations showed that the platform 
ou which the temple 
was raised 
was 


239 by 418 feet, aud that the peristyle 
was reached by an ascent of fourteen 
steps, 
which surrounded 
the platform 


on all sides. 
The temple 
Itself was 


164 feet by 
343 
feet, 
and 
the cellar 


which was seventy feet wide, was 
en- 


vironed by a double rank of columns 
six feet iv 
diameter 
aud upward of 


fifty feet in height. 
There 
were 
ex- 


actly 100 of these columns as described 
by Pliny, and thirty-six of them were 
ccelatve or sculptured, 
eighteen 
being 


at the east and eighteen 
at the west 


end. 
On the flanks the intercolumu- 


iations were a little more than seven- 
teen feet, but at the extremities 
they 


were increased 
to nineteen feet 
four 


inches. 
This dimension, 
Mr. 
Wood 


stated, was repeated 
at tbe extremities 


of each front, but was gradually 
in- 


creased to twenty-eight for the inter- 
columniation 
in 
the center. 
Being 


anxious to test the accuracy of Philo's 
statement 
that the temple was 
built 


on a foundation 
of charcoal and 
flee- 


ces ofwool, Mr. Wood had deep holes 
dug against 
the 
walls, 
and 
found 
a 


layer of charcoal 
three 
inches 
thick, 


overlaying a putty-like substance four 
inches thick. 
He had no doubt, there- 


fore about the charcoal, 
and he con- 


sidered that the putty-like 
substance 
might have been the fleeces 
of wool. 


From 
some 
of the fragments 
found 


Mr. Wood concluded that gold as well 
as color was freely used. 
He instanced 


a small temple at Cyzlcs, 
where, 
ac- 


cording to Pliny, threads of gold were 
placed 
between 
every 
joint in 
the 


marble. 
The foundation 
of the most 


ancient of the three 
temples 
found 


by Mr. Wood was laid B. C. 500 by 
Tbeodorus ofSames, 
and 
the temple 


itself was built by Ctesiphseon 
and 


Metayenes his son, 
succeded 
by De- 


metrius, 
a priest of Diana, 
and 
au 


Ephesian named Pceonius. 
Mr. Wood 


considered 
that when Pliny described 


the building of the tlempe was extend- 
ing over 200 years, he must have 
al- 


luded to the last three temples 
as 
the 


temple, 
inasmuch 
as they were all 


built on the same 
site and were 
of 


the same size.
